AFTER JULIUS, by Elizabeth 
Howard, is in the best tradition 
of entertaining, civilized, ironic 
English novels. Twenty years af- 
ter Dunkirk, an English widow 
and her two daughters recall how 
they felt when the husband and 
father was killed. The widow had 
been relieved, because she thought 
it freed her for her lover. The two 
daughters had been bereft and 
shocked. Now, after a long time, 
the lover has returned. The young- 
er daughter, a reader in a publish- 
ing house, is attracted to a young 
poet, and the elder daughter has 
just shed her current man. The 
author embroiders this delicate sit- 
uation with some richly comic 
scenes, amusing dialog and won- 
derful characterizations. 

A long chronicle of a South Af- 
rican Jewish family, some of whom 
migrate to Israel after World War 
II, is titled THE BEGINNERS, by 
Dan Jacobson (The Literary Guild 
selection for March).

There is much to be said 
for gardening this time of year. 
It is certainly the time for 
growing the finest weeds, the 
best aphis, and some really 
outstanding mildew. It even 
brings out the hungriest go- 
phers which in turn select your 
best plants for their morning 
meal. Of course Mother Nature 
offsets this by hanging beauti- 
ful flowers and fresh green fol- 
iage on everything in order to 
keep you hooked. 

Man has devised some fair 
weed controls to aid your cause 
and even some you can use 
around flowers and bushes. A 
new one is called Contact and 
is fairly clean along with not 
being too expensive. Also weed 
b-gon now comes in a spray 
bomb to spray broad leafed 
weeds such as dandelions and 
bur clover. All you need is a 
good eye and a stout thumb. 

There are combination 
sprays and dusts for removing 
aphis and mildew with the same 
spraying. We suggest you wash 
all the bugs off that you can 
first and then either spray or 
dust afterwards. This saves 
spray material along with do- 
ing a better job. Sometimes if 
mildew is severe it helps to 
apply soil sulfur generously 
around the root area. This is 
picked up by the plant and sort 
of works from the inside out.
